They are not. No Republican Senator ever 
would propose or think of it. I am not 
at liberty—no Senator is—to violate what is said 
or done at such caucuses, But it is enough to 
say that they are held sumply for the purpase of 
expediency, to decide on the order of business, 
and as we, of course, have the right to direct 
our action with reference to its bearing on the 
future of the Republican party, its interests are 
discussed at such caucuses. Senator Conkling

I do not know of any rule of Senatorial 
courtesy otber than that courtesy which is com- 
mou between gentiemen everywhere.

RIcHMOND, Va., May 31.—Great interest is 
manifested here in the Anti-Bourbon State 
Convention, which will meet Thursday to 
nominate State officers.

By Art.4of the 
ordinance of 1787, and the deed of cession by 
the State of Virginia of the Northwest Territory, 
it is provided that Navigable waters leading 
into the Mississippi and St. Lawrence, and the 
carrying piaces between the same, shall be com- 
mon highways, and forever free, as well to the 
inhabitants of the said Territory as to the citi- 
zeus of the United States and those of any other 
State that may be admitted into the Confed- 
* without any tax, impost, or duty there- 
Or. 


The Litinois River is one of those included in 
the above provision, and by the terms of this 
ordinance the lilinois River was forever to re- 
main free to the inhabitants of each State and 
of the United States asa public highway, com- 
mon to all. It has been held in many cases that 
this ordinance is still in force, and was not abro- 
gated by the division of this Territory into States 
and their admission into the Union without 
this specific reservation. If, therefore, this be 
the law, the Illinois River between low-water 
markon either bank is under the paramount 
jurisdiction of the Federal Government. The 
State, of course, has the richt of free navigauon 
in the river, but no greater right therein than 
has any other State. This State, by reason 
of the river lying wholly within the State, 
and, from this fact, bav control 
of the backs oa either side 
to low-tide mark, has the right to bulld and 
authorize the building of bridges, ferries, and 
other proper means of crossing said river. But 
the Federal Government has the sole and only 
power to determine whether any of these means 
of crossing are impediments to the free naviga- 
tion of the stream or not. When the naviga- 
tion of the river was made free to all the citi- 
zens of the United States and of each State. it 
became necessary that the United States should 
assume the paramount control over the navi- 
gable rtion of the stream, that 
such right of free navigation might 
not be impaired. Therefore it follows that the 
State of illinois, by its Board of Railroad and 
Ware Commissioners, has nothing what- 
ever to do with the navigation of the Illinois 
River or any impediments thereto, but such 
matters are solely within the control of the 
United States authorities 80 long as the ordi- 
nances of 1787 are held tobeinforce. There 
are other reasons why I think the Board has no 
jurisdiction over the structure of bridges built 
over this river, so far as the naviganhon of the 
stream is concerned, but it is unnecessary to 
refer to them.

OBITUARY. 


E. H. HADDUCE. 

Edward H. Hadduck, one of the oldest 
settlers of Chicago, passed away at 4 o’clock 
Monday afternoon at his late residence, cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Thirtieth street. 
Mr. Hadduck had been confined to the house 
at different times for some months 
past, but he occasionally visited his 
place of business, having been down 
town as late as last week. The direct 
cause of his death is supposed to be con- 


sumption, as he has been troubled with lung 
disease during a yearor two past. He passed 
away quietly, surrounded by bis relatives. 

The deceased was born ia 1811, at Frank- 
lin, N. H., and was in his 7ist year at the 
time of his death. He settled in Chicago in 
1833, and always led a quiet life, taking an oe- 
casional interest in municipal polities. During 
the term of Buckner 8. Morris, Chic 8 second 
Mayor, Mr. Hadduck was a member.of the 
Common Council from the First Ward with the 
late Eli B. Williams.

she came from Bombay to this port, hence 
sailing for Glasgow, from which port she 
came back to New York and sailed. The 
eoast which she struck is of such a nature 
that it seems impossible that she can be 
floated before the waves dash her to pieces. 
Those who know the neighborhood of the 
Mull of Kantyre Lighthouse say that 
the slightest foul weather will cause 
her to break up. The Macedonia is 
an iron propeller with four bulkheads and a net 
tonnage of 1,454 tons. She was 315 feet long, 34 
feet breadth of beam, 24 feet depth of hold, and 
from the floor to the upper deck 31 feet deep.

CONKLING’S DEFEAT. 

The vote taken by the New York Legisia- 
ture yesterday makes almost certain the de- 
feat of Conkling. He received in both 
Houses only 35 votes,—26 in the House and 
9in the Senate. The Republicans in both 
Houses number 106, of whom not over one- 
third voted for Conkling, who has been 
claiming all along that he would receive at 
the outset the votes of a majority of the Re- 
publicans. Hence he starts out as the can- 
didate of only a smali minority of his party. 
“Me-Too” Piatt naturally received less 
votes than Conkling, for the latter is the 
conspicuous figure, and shapes the issue in 
controversy. Platt had 21 votes in the 
House and 8 in the Senate, —20 in all. The 
small number of votes which Conkling and 
Platt received in this case is much more sig- 
nificant than would ordinarily be the case 
where a party majority had not agreed upon 
a caucus candidate. The issue is not whether 
Mr. Conkling or some other man shall be 
elected, in the same sense that such an ex- 
pression is ordinarily employed. The first 
question to be decided was, whether Mr, 
Conkling could muster a majority of his party 
against any other man in the State. That 
question has now been determined. He has 
not a majority with him. He has only a 
small minority, which will decrease from 
now on. It is almost certain that he obtained 
yesterday every vote which personal solici- 
tation, past favors, future promises, and 
political bargains could secure for him. It 
is impossible to see how Conkling is to gain 
any additional strength in his contest for re- 
election. He is leading a forlorn hope. He 
was stronger upon the first announcement 
of his resignation than he has been at any 
time since. There was acertain theatrical 
quality about the act of resigning which 
passed for heroism for a short time. It 
might have indicated a lofty, though mis- 
taken, idea of Senatorial dignity if it had 
been honestly irtended. Had Conkling de- 
clared in his letter to Gov. Cornell that he 
would not be a candidate for reélection, 
and had he adhered to such a purpose, his 
friends might have pointed to him as an ex- 
ceptional politician who regarded what he 
believed to be his honor and dignity higher 
than mere office. Had he stated plainly that 
he desired his constituency to pass judg- 
ment upon his course and then retired to 
privacy pending the issue, he would have 
earned a certain amount of respect which 
would have compensated to some extent for 
the contempt which his foily brought upon 
him. But he had hardly resigned before he 
began to intrigue for the “ vindication” 
which he pretended to seek. Indeed, it is 
said that he misealeulated a majority in the 
New York Legislature who would favor his 
reélection before he made up his mind to re- 
sign. During the ten days that have elapsed 
he and his friends have been working night 
and day. He has been coaxing and cursing, 
fawning and scolding, promising and threat- 
ening. His agents have been busy through- 
out the State, and, with Arthur on one side 
and Piatt on the other, he has been 
bossing his own campaign at Albany. 
During this time he has.enjoyed some ad- 
vantage through an exaggeration of strength. 
There are men in the New York Legislature, 
as in every political body, who are governed 
more by a desire to be on the winning side 
than by their convictions of right or wrong. 
Conkling’s policy has been to capture these 
men by bragging of his strength. Now his 
weakness has been revealed, his chance for 
gaining new strength is certainly much 
smaller than ever. 

Seventy Republican votes were cast against 
Conkling yesterday. They were distributed 
among a large number of Republicans, upon 
almost any one of whom they could proba- 
bly be united at any time Mr. Conkling with- 
draws. Any deadlock, adjournment, or 
other issue than that of the election of two 
Republican Senators at the present session 
of the Legislature will be due to Conkling’s 
obstruction, and the members of the Legisla- 
ture who shall cling to his candidature un- 
der this condition will be traitors to their 
party and held to account by their Repub- 
lican constituencies. Even the expe- 
dient of adjournment as a last hope 
and desperate chance for the future 
seems to have been snatched from Mr. 
Conkling, because the Conkling men and the 
Democrats together in the State Senate fall 
two short of a majority, and cannot control 
an adjournment even by coalition. From 
now on the speculation will be as to the Re- 
publicans who shall succeed Conkling and 
Plattin the United States Senate. In the 
House Mr. Wheeler, Vice-President during 
the Hayes Administration, led all the others 
for Conkling’s term, and Mr. Depew and 
Gov. Cornell were the favorits for Platt’s 
term. In the Senate Cornell, Wheeler, and 
Sherman S. Rogers divided the leadership 
for the Conkling term, and Mr. Wheeler led 
in the vote for Platt’s successor. It will not 
be surprising it Wheeler and Cornell shall 
prove to be the successful candidates, unless 
Conkling’s old grudge against the former 
and new-born spite at the latter shall block 
their way. At all events, the prospect now 
is that a choice will be reached long before 
Conkling and his friends expected. 

——— — — 
ARTHUR. 

The people of the United States have not 
always been fortunate in the choice of a 
Vice-President. Under the original pro- 
vision of the Constitution the person having 
the highest number of Electoral votes be- 
came President, and the person receiving the 
greatest number afterwards became the Vice- 
President. The framers of the Constitution 
evidently intended that the office of Vice- 
President should be in fact as well as in 
name second only to the Chief Magistrate, 
and that the incumbent should bea conspicu- 
ous person in the Administration and before 
the country. For many years that was the 
case. Adams, the first Vice-President, suc- 
ceeded Washington, the first President, and 
Jefferson, the second Vice-President, suc- 
ceeded Adams. When Aaron Burr was 
elected Vice-President he was one of the 
greatest men of his day. But since nomi- 
nating conventions have had the privilege of 
designating the Vice-President the choice is 
frequently governed by factional consid- 
erations, and the contingency that such 
person may become the Chief Magis- 
trate does not seem to be regarded as 
important. All the Vice-Presidents who 
have succeeded to the Presidential Chair 
through the death of Presidents—Tyi?r, 
Fillmore, and Johnson—have disappointed 
the country and proved more or less treach- 
erous to the party and principles to which 
they were pledged. In the last campaign, 
both the nominees for Vice-President were 
burdensome to their tickets and merely tol- 
erated by their parties. ‘The nomination of 
both Arthur and English was brought about 
by concessions, and made for improper pur- 
poses, with utter indifference to the palpable 
unfitness of the candidates for the high posi- 
tion to which they might be called. 

Vice-President Arthur remains the same 
huckstering politician he was before he was 
elected to the office he now holds, and if acci- 
dent should make him President he would 
probably bring more discredit upon the office 
than any of 3 accidental Presi- 
dents. He has advertised to thecountry that

and President of the Senate, it was noto- 
rious during the entire executive that 
he submitted himself quite as much ds Platt 

to Conkling’s dictation. When Platt and 
— resigned Arthur accompanied them 
to New York, held a caucus on Sunday in 
his own house, and then proceeded with 
them to Albany to solicit votes for their re- 
election. Arthur has been a managing poll- 
ticlan—a sort of local Boss —in New 
York City for many years. His tamiliarity 
with the methods of ward politics is about 
the only elaim he Las to political distinction, 
and this range of knowledge is employed to 
intrigue against the Administration of which 
he is a part. If rumor may be believed, 
Conkling not only directs all his movements, 
but lashes him with his tongue in case of 
the slightest mistake. There is certainly 
something very servile in Arthur's nature, 
for his present devotion to Conkling’s inter- 
ests is not onlyin plain violation of propriety, 
but follows the dreadful abuse which Conk- 
ling heaped upon him because he consented 
to take the nomination for Vice-President on 
the ticket with Garfield, 

Arthur seems to labor under the delusion 
that he was elected Vice-President with 
ConkiIng and not with Garfield. He evi- 
dently has no appreciation whatever of the 
Nationa! character of the office he holds. He 
is the same local politician he was before he 
was elected Vice-President. He takes the 
same view of patronage that he held while 
he was running the machine” in New York 
City. He ignores the constitutional preroga- 
tive of appointment conferred upon the 
President, though he would become the 
President if Garfield were to die. He has no 
more respect for the personal dignity or 
National importance of his position than if 
he were a New York Alderman presiding 
over the City Council. All this is unfortu- 
nate, but it is what the Chicago Convention 
might have anticipated when it designated 
one of Conkling’s henchmen to the second 
place on the ticket with no other thought 
than to conciliate the New York Boss.“ 
Fortunately the Vice-Presidency is a very un- 
important office except in case of accident, 
and if Garfield lives Arthur will have even 
less influence and consideration than the 
modicum usually allotted to Vice-Presidents. 
He will share the ignominy and obscurity of 
Conkling’s defeat.

FASHION IN LONDON AND FAMINE IW 
IRELAND. 


The situation in England is not @e flat- 
tering to the traditional pride of the British 
people. Dillon is in jail, but it is a nice 
question whether his detention is an act of 
justice orof mere abitrary power. Mr. 
Gladstone is reported to be ill, but it is a 
question whether he is not in fact discour- 
aged and disgusted. Rowing, racing, and 
coaching serve to amuse the young Lords 
and Dukes and the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. IIyde Park is a scene of regal splen- 
dor on sunny afternoons. The Queen’s 
birthday was celebrated by a maguificent dis- 
play of the Horse Guards, notwithstanding 
the depressing effect upon the Queen's mind 
of the awfulsteamboat catastrophe at Lon- 
don, Canada, on thefanniversary of that usually 
joyous event. Upon the late occasion of the 
„ meet of the Four-in-hand Coaching Club, 
all went merry as a marriage bell.“ So 
many Lords and Ladies, Dukes, Marquises, 
Counts, and Generals were on the ground 
that there was hardly room for her Royal 
Highness the Princess of Wales when she 
“drove up in a pony phaeton.” Mrs. 
Langtry sat on the box beside Sir II. Thomp- 
son.” Probably the editor who indulged in 
the following lofty strain of self-gratulation 
on the occasion of the Queen's birthday was 
thinking of the Coaching Club“ meet” rath- 
er than of the condition of Ireland: 


Throughout our vast Indian Empire and our 
colunial depend acies, from the Rock of Gibral- 
tar to the Hights of Abraham, from the sandy 
shore of Heligoiand to the scorching walis of 
Hong Kong, from the uttermost ends of the 
earth, wheresoever the Queen's morning drum 
beats, will the cannon thunder this day. 


Meantime Ireland is “in an uproar.” Con- 
stables’ staves and policemen’s clubs serve 
no longer to quiet the people of the Green 
Isle. “The people are resisting the pro- 
cesses of law witha recklesness unequaled 
in the history of the country, and yet 
with a counteracting restraint which 
is a new feature in popular Irish 
agitations.“ Boycotting has become uni- 
versal. Every man’s hand is against the 
Government. No carman will drive its offi- 
cers. “‘ No publican will supply them with 
food. The peopie stone them at every op- 
portunity. The women hoot, yell, and up- 
braid. The children throw mud at them.“ 
There is danger that her Majesty’s troops 
will be driven to the desperate, bloody resort 
of shooting to death her Majesty's half- 
starved Irish subjects! Even now they are 
compelled to stand guard over “the un- 


‘savory Bailiffs in the dirty work of throwing 


into the road the miserable furniture of mud- 
eabins.” It is in this way that the Coercion 
act is being enforced, but, on the authority 
of acablegram: There is not a single in- 
stance of a guilty person having -been 
brought to justice since the passing of 
the Coercion act.” It is very ludicrous 
indeed, the fact that the ragged, half-starved 
remnant of the Irish people—those too poor 
to escape to this country—are able to defy the 
British Government,—that colossal Power 
which dominates “from the Rock of Gib- 
raltar to the Hights of Abraham, from the 
sandy shores of HeligoJand to the scorching 
walls of Hong Kong!“ It is an open secret 
that an opinſon is growing up among the 
commercia) classes that for the sake of the 
trade and commerce of the country the Gov- 
ernment ought to do something which will 
restore peace and bring back confidence.” 
Accordingly the Times gravely and 
mysteriously observes: “It is under- 
stood that the Government has un- 
der serious consideration, at the in- 
stance of the Irish Executive, the 
complete suppression of the Land League.” 
There is an impression abroad in the world 
that the Government” has had this subject 
under “serious consideration“ for the past 
six months. It has tried every known means 
except shooting the ragged tenantry of Ire- 
land, and it has nothing to show for all its 
efforts but Dillon issuing irritating pronun- 
ciamentos from behind the iron bars of his 
prison. Chief-Secretary Forster is referred 
to in Ireland, derisively, as Priest-Hunting” 
Forster, and in Parliament he is openly ridi- 
euled and laughed at from the Irish benches. 

Everything seems to be right on the “ Rock 
of Gibraltar.“ but everything is wrong in the 
Irish Counties Limerick, Roscommon, and 
Leitrim. Peace reigns “throughout the vast 
Indian Empire,” but abuse ot the vast 
empire prevails throughout Ireland. All 
is serene on “the Hights of Abraham,” but 
if an Irish Bailiff wants to serve a writ on 
some poor devil of an Irish tenant he re- 
quires a regiment of the Queen’s Guards at 
his back. There is no trouble on “the sandy 


shores of Heligoland,” but there is no end, 


of trouble in the bogs of the Emeraid Isle. 
Mrs. Langtry is very happy as she sita by 
the side of Sir H. Thompson, but that other 
subject of the Queen, Mrs. Bridget O'Gor- 
man, is hooting, and yelling, and throwing

TENANTS AND Sewss-css. | 

A case involving the rights of tenants and 
the obligations of landlords was decided in 
an English Court a few days ago, and it 
ought to have a direct instruction to all per- 
sons hiring houses ip this country. A Mr. 
Kinnaird, an artist, in London, saw a house 
which pleased him, and wished to rent it as 
a family residence. The owner was also the 
builder, and Kinnaird inquired, earnestly 
and anxiously, as to the condition of the 
sewerage and the drainage, and was assured 
that it was in excellent condition. The own- 
er stated that he prided himself upon the 
drainage of his houses, and that the drains 
were in good order, Kinnaird therefore took 
a lease for three years and moved into the 
house In April, 1880, At first there was noth- 
ing to complain of, but in Jane the tenant 
informed the owner that the stench was so 
bad that the house was uninhabitable; that 
the drains were sadly out of order, A few 
days later, on the advice of a physician, he 
and his family left. There was a mass of 
conflicting testimony; one side claimed that 
under the floor there was a mass of foul, 
stinking water, which the witnesses of the 
landiord explained did not amount te any- 
thing. The medical man found the wife suf- 
fering seriously from blood-poisoning, pro- 
eeeding from an escape of sewer-gas, and 
that her illness growing wore serious, he had 
ordered her removal from the premises. 
The sult was brought by the tenant to have 
the contract of lease rescinded, and to com- 
pel the landlord to pay damages, which were 
estimated at $1,300. The Court decided that 
the tenant was entitled to the claim made by 
him, 

From the report of the case as given in the 
London papers, it appears that the landlord, 
having given assurances before leasing the 
premises that the drainage and sewerage 
were in good condition, that assurance, it is 
held by the Court, became part of the con- 
tract, though it was not written in the 
lease. The fact that the drainage was not 
perfect, and that sewer-gas escaped into the 
house, the Court heid justified the tenant in 
leaving the house and in refusing to pay the 
rent, and entitled him to be refunded the 
actual damage of removal, getting another 
house, medical care, and other actual out- 
lays resulting from being obliged to change 
his residence. The London papers, in their 
comments upon this case, suggest that the 
tenant in this case was fortunate In having 
obtained from the landlord an assurance or 
a sort of warranty that the drainage was in 
good condition, and suggest that future 
tenants, seeking to protect themselves, take 
a like precaution; otherwise they have no 
escape from the contraet even if sewer-gas 
shall poison the air of the premises. 

Sewer-gas being now recognized as one of 
the great causes of blood-poisoning, and 
its presence in dwellings so common and 
general, it is a question which must 
sooner or later be determined whether the 
tenants are entitled to protection against 
disease and death, or whether when they 
rent a house they assume the risk of its being 
a pest-house. 

This case in England, and it is one of sev- 
eral of like character, seems to establish the 
legal proposition that when a landlord gives 
an assurance that the drainage of the prem- 
ises is perfect, then that guarantee becomes 
a consideration of the contract. Nothing, 
therefore, is easier for tenants seeking to 
protect themselves from the perils and dis- 
comforts of sewer-gas than to require in the 
lease a contract that the house drainage is 
perfect, and that it will be so maintained by 
the landlord during the term of the lease. 
The only drawback to this very feasible 
proposition is, that the landlords will 
stipulate, as we understand many of 
them have done in Chicago this year, 
that any defects in the sewerage or 
drainage, or in the plumbing of the prem- 
ises shall be corrected and repaired, and that 
the drainage shall be kept in good sanitary 
condition by the tenant at his own expense. 
Thisis a difficulty against which a tenant 
cannot protéct himself. When he rents a 
house, be must take it, sewer-gas and all, as 
itis. Itis true he can refuse to take the 


house on such terms, but where is he to go? | 


So long as tenants exceed in number the 
dwellings that are offered for rent, Se long 
can the landiords dictate their own terms of 
the lease. The best and safest policy for a 
tenant to follow is, when he finds him- 
self in a house properly drained and free 
from sewer-gas, to stay there. In time 
the houses warranted against sewer-gas will 
become so well known, and command so 
much more rent, and the stinking pest- 
houses will be so notorious and unrentable 
that the owners will find it to their profit to 
overhaul their drainage and make their 
buildings habitable. In the meantime, no 
tenant ought to accept any lease in which 
freedom from sewer-gas is not expressly con- 
tracted in the lease. 


THE NEW YORK COACHING PARADE. 

New York has had its annual Coaching 
Club parade and is happy. The New York 
Herald of the 29th contains a glowing descrip- 
tion of the affair, which it treats as of more 
importance than the Conkling imbroglio, the 
Irish land question, or the Springbank hor- 
ror. There were fifteen coaches in line, 
drawn by “wonderfully beautiful“ horses, 
caparisoned with extremely elegant har- 
ness, carrying a “ wondrous array of beauty,” 
and numerous male passengers with “ aristo- 
cratie bearing,“ and the streets were filled 
with plebeians and gamins to see them off. 
There were yellow and red, maroon and red, 
blue and red, white and vermilion, green and 
yellow, blood-color and red, dark-biue and 
red, light-blue and red, maroon and black, 
and, last of all, the canary coach of Mr. De- 
lancy Kane, who “handled the ribbons over 
brown leaders and chestnut and bay wheel- 
ers.” ‘The horses were decorated with ro- 
sets of dandelions and the ladies carried 
bouquets of dandelions, this flower being the 
latest development of cult and much more 
utter than the sunflower. The enthusiastic 
Herald says: “ Youth, beauty, light hearts, 
and buoyant spirits, steeds of quality and 
handsome coaches, carrying some of the 
fairest of the fair City of New York, all were 
there.” The journey made by the coaches 
was up Fifth avenue to the park and return 
to the Hotel Brunswick. A crush of private 
carriages followed the coaches. Ordinary 
wagons had to get out of the street. Pedes- 
trians found it difficult to get along. Mrs. 
Stewart sat near a window on the first floor 
of her palatial residence, and seemed much 
interested in the grand procession.” Hats 
were raised to the coachmen. There was a 
salute at the Knickerbocker Club. The at- 
mosphere was “soothing and balmy to a de- 
gree.“ In the park “the shrubbery was in- 
describabie,”’ says the dazed reporter, who 
had squandered all his stoek of English on 
the coaches before they arrived there. Upon 
their return to the hotel, they sat down to a 
dinner of Perles du Nizam a la Portugaise, 
Saumon du Kennebec, Ris de Veau a la 
Henri IV., Salade de Laitue, La Cheval de 
Mazeppa giaci, ete., ete., and so ended the 
coaching parade.

Why any one should 
drive a coach when he has money enough to 
employ some one else to do it is equally hard 
to see. Where does the pastime come in of 
sitting in the most uncomfortable of vebicles, 
bumping over pavements, making a terrible 
din, raising clouds of dust, ete., when one 
may travel so much more comfortably? ‘The 
coaching fever has not yet reached Chicago. 
Last season one lumbering old yellow coach 
started out, but the frantic efforts of its in- 
mates to imitate the jollity of the olden time 
by the wheezing of a horn, dismal songs, and 
occasional outbursts of hilarity in the way 
of shouts and yells, waking people from 
their sleep in the small hours, aroused 
such a prejudice against this barbarous mode 
of enjoyment that threats were made of vig- 
ilance committees, and the Chicago Coaching 
Club expired. The thing was altogether too 
utter for this democratic town. One can 
understand how acoach may be driven for 
financial reasons, or for the conveyance of 
people from one place to another, where 
other modes of travel are not available, but 
why it should be adopted as a pastime is a 
mystery. There are some who will climb 
Mont Blanc, when they can remain com- 
fortably at its base. There are some who 
will bump themselves over the Yo Semite on 
a mule’s back, when they might travel else- 
where in a palace-car, There are others 
who will pen themselves up in a five by nine 
room of a hot Saratoga hotel when they 
have cool, cozy homes near Lake Michigan. 
It is possible, however, they get some pleas- 
ure out of it, but where is the pastime in 
riding about town in a lumbering coach 
when one can ride in something else, or 
walk? 


MR. THOMAS’ VISIT TO CHICAGO. 

Mr. Theodore Thomas has been in the 
city during the past few days engaged upon 
important business connected with music 
during the coming year. The results of his 
business may be briefly stated. As is well 
known, he will give a festival here in 1882, 
immediately after those which he will give 
in New York and Cincinnati, using the same 
soloists. He found the preliminary work 
farther advanced than he had anticipated, 
and the foundation well laid for the festival. 
The details it would be premature to give 
until after the meeting for organization, 
which will be held very shortly. He him- 
self will not go to Europe as he had intended, 
but will send a competent representative to 
make the engagements for soloists and what 
other material is requisit. The guaranty 
fund is now secured, and after an organiza- 
tion has been effected the work of preparing 
all the requisits for the Festival will com- 
mence, 

During his stay here Mr. Thomas has also 


signed à contract with Mrs. Carpenter, the 
lessee of the Central Music-Hall, to givea 
series of forty-two concerts in the Exposition 
Building, commencing July 11. For this 
purpose he will have an orehestra of fifty 
pieces, twenty-five of whom he will bring 
from New York, the rest being recruited 
here. These concerts will be similar in their 
scheme to those which were given in 1877 at 


After the close 
of the series here he will give a week’s con- 
certs in Milwaukee, and close the season 
probably in Cineinnati.

PROPER SANITARY PREC PRECAUTIONS. 

There is a prevailing impression that the 
summer, which is now upon us, will be an 
unusually sickly season. Many physicians 
share this opinion. The long winter, and 
the absence of sunshine durimg several 
months, followed by very warm weather, is 
certainly au atmospheric condition favorable 
to disease. It is wise at all events to expect 
the worst and prepare for it. A larger num- 
ber of people than ever before, it seems, are 
preparing to flee from the cities to escape the 
foreboded sickness. Perhaps the increased 
summer exodus is due in part to the fact 
that many persons feel able to go away or to 
send their families away for the summer 
who two or three years ago would not have 


ty of those who live in the cities are com- 
pelled to remain at home and take their 
chances. They can do much, however, to 
protect themselves and their homes from the 
menace of disease. 

It is the duty of every householder and 
every housewife to give special and unre- 
mitting attention from now on throughout 
the summer to cleanliness. ‘The house-pipes 
should be overhauled, the cegspools thor- 
oughly cleaned, the refuse matter of the 
household promptly disposed of, and the 
servants watched and guided intelligently. 
Every household that is kept pure willinsure 
to itself greater protection against sickness 
than the careless household can enjoy, and 
will also contribute to the general healtnful- 
ness of the city. Personal habits should also 
be governed by the strictest sanitary rules. 
Dissipation of all kinds should be avoided. 
Children should not be allowed to overheat 
themselves in play, nor to frequent alleys 
and unclean localities, Everybody should 
go slow, take life easy, and get as much pure, 
fresh air as possible. All the parks are now 
accessible by horse-ars, and they should be 
frequently visited. Parents should take 
the time in evenings and early mornings to 
give their children the benefit of the parks, 
and thus secure for them almost as much ad- 
vantage as emigration to some country place 
would bring to them. 

The municipal authorities should also be 
impressed with a special sense of responsi- 
bility as to the general cleanliness of the 
city. The stink-factories must be watched 
and compelled to consume their sickly odors. 
Violations of the health ordinancesin any 
manner should be promptly punished. The 
streets should be kept clean. The decaying 
wood of dilapidated and rotting street-pave- 
ments should be carted off. The collection 
of the street-sweepings and the garbage 
should be frequent and regular. It it shall 
be necessary to spend a little more money to 
assure thoroughness in all this the authori- 
ties should not hesitate to assume the re- 
sponsibility. The street-car companies should

CLONMEL, May 31.—There was a riot to-day 
at the sale of tenants’ interests in twenty-one 
farms.

The Anchor Line steamer ashore near the 
Mull of Kintyre Lighthouse is the Mace- 
donia, Capt. Martin, from New York May 19 
for Glasgow. She went ashore at 3:30 yes- 
terday morning during a dense fog, and lies 
on a rock in a very critical position. She is 
considerably damaged forward, and her fore- 
mast is gone by the deck, The wreck is not 
approachable except from the seaward. Tug- 
boats are in attendance and efforts are being 
made to float her, but their success is doubt 
ful.

The maguificent success of the Duke of 
Meiningen's dramatic company in the per- 
formance of Julius Casar” last night, at 
Drury Lane Theatre, is admitted by most of 
the morning papers. The Standard says: 
It will be very near the truth to say that 
last night ‘Julius Cesar’ was played 
in England for the first time 
as Shakspeare had conceived it. 
Instead of bemg an unmanageable mul- 
titude representing Roman people, as 
swayed by [lerr Chronegek, it raises and sub- 
dues its voice, sways to and fro, has signifi- 
cance in its looks, and eloquent gestures. It 
answers its unseen director as the orchestra 
responds to the beat of a skilled conductor, 
and the creseendo and diminuendo in the ex- 
planations with which it responded to the two 
speeches of Mare Antony were wonderfully 
effective. We have seen great actors in En- 
gland before, but never until last evening 
had we seen the Shakspearean drama repre- 
sented with perfectionin every detail, and 
the exhibition of the use to which a stage 
crowd can be turned was a revelation. 
Shakspeare handled the masses as he han- 
died everything else.—like a master,—but his 
conceptions in this respect have never before 
been realized.” The Times says of the prin- 
cipal actors: “The powerful realism with 


which, for example, Jrvine’s Jago is 
instinct, is all dut totally wanting 
in. the German company’s acting. A 


certain keynote was struck almost at the be- 
ginning of the performance, and from that 
there were little or no deviations. The prin- 
cipal actors did not rise above nor did the rep- 
resentatives of the most incidental parts fall 
much below the standard of excellence thus 
established; and a very high standerd no 
doubt it is.” 
The Telegraph says: The acting of the 
principals is of a good level of excellence, 
but of no astonishing merit. The repre- 
sentatives of Atony, Herr Bernay; of Cœsar, 
Herr Richard; of Brutus, Herr Nesper; of 
Caseius, Herr Feller, were each far superior 
to any English Shakspearean actor now 
living: and, if they did not give to their 
characterization extraordinary prominence, 
it was because they showed themselves art- 
ists in the truest sense of the word, prefer- 
ring to give the characters as Shakspea re in- 
tended they should be given, and to sink 
their individuality in the impersonations as 
created for them by the dramatist. For the 
first time in the history of the English stage, 
Shakspeare has been given greater promi- 
nence than the star. If the English managers 
would close their theatres for a night or two 
and purchase seats at Drury Lane, the En- 
glish dramatic art would learn something

GOULD’S WESTERN TRIP. 

Mr. Jay Gouid is just no- on his way to the 
West, accompanied by Mr. A. L. Hopkins, Vice- 
President of the Wabash Railway, and is ex- 
pected in this city to-day. The object of his 
present Western trip remains still a mystery. It 
is rumored that he comes here to take part in 
the annual meeting of the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific, in which he is a Director, and on this 
account the meeting is looked forward to with 
more interest than it would be otherwise. The 
principai object of this trip, however, seems to 
be for the purpose of posting himself regarding 
the prospective fight between the Wabash and 
the Vanderbilt roads, of which an account was 
given in yesterday's TRIBUNE. This much is 
indicated by the fact that Mr. Hopkins 
accompanies Mr. Gould on his present trip, and 
also by the fact that Mr. J. F. Jay, of Detroit, 
received a dispatch from Mr. A. L. Hopkins, Sec- 
retary, asking if the Butler Road, which con- 
nects the Great Western of Canada with the 
Wabash, would be completed by Thursday or 
Friday, so as to allow a special car containing 
Jay Gouldand bimself to go over it. Mr. Joy 
informed Mr. Hopkins that, if the weather re- 
mained favorable, a car could be run over the 
road by Friday. All this indicates that Gould is 
still taking a lively interest in the affairs of the 
Wabash, and that the impending fight will be 
between bim and Vanderbilt. It was stated

HOME GATHERINGS. 
ARRIVAL OF THE DAVID DOWS. 

The long-expected mammoth five-masted 
schooner David Dows arrived at this port yes- 
terday, and was towed up the North Branch to 
the coal-docks between the Kinzie and Indiara 
street bridges. The coming of the Dows was 
quickly noised along the docks, and, from Rush 
street to the lumber market, both sides of the 
river and the intervening bridges were soon 
crowded with people anxious to get a sight of 
the monster vessel. As she passed up the river 
in tow orf the Union Line tug Mary McLean, on 
every band were heard exciamations of surprise 
at her mammoth size and commendation of her 
beautiful appearance. A reporter of Tun TRIs- 
UNE boarded the Dows after she had been made 
fast to her dock and was most cour- 
teously received by her chief on- 
cer, Capt. Joseph Skeidon. The Dows 
left Erie, Pa., last Friday week, the 20th ult., 
making the passage to this port in eleven days. 
In the course of conversation Capt. Skeldon said 
that the Dows nad on board 2,400 tons of hard 
coal, that she was then drawing thirteen feet six 
inches of water, and answered her helm as 
easily and quickly as a yacht. She carriesa 
crew of twelve all told. Her second oflicer is 
John Thompson, an able and experienced lake 
navigator. Capt Skeldon reports that he expe- 
rienced light head winds and foggy weather all 
the way up from the Straits, sighting only one 
or two vessels on the way. As 8000 as Dows 
discharges her coal she will be taken to the ele- 
vators and laden with 150,000 bushels of oats, 
after which she will start on her return trip to 
Buffalo. A full description of the vessel has 
heretofore been published in Taz TRIBUNE.

THE MINING INSTITUTE. 


Copper Ores of the South— Measuring 
Manganese in Steel—Steel Ralils—Iron 
Ores—Ammonia-Soda Process—- Hard

STAUNTON, Va., May 31. At the opening 
of the Mining Institute this morning Prof. 
Eggleston read a paper on the Ore-Knob cop- 
per process. The mines are in North Caro- 
lina. An interesting account of the process 
of reducing the ore was given. Pig-copper 
is arrived atin four operations. In connec- 
tion with this subject the Professor delivered 
an entertaining lecture on the properties and 
uses of copper and the approved methods of 
its production. He believed that great 
wealth in copper lay dormant in the South, 
which, if — rly worked, would be as prof - 
itable as t ake copper. 

Hotchkiss, of Virginia, thanked 
Prof. Eggleston for drawing attention to the 
copper deposits of the South. Very few persons 
are aware of the great wealth in this mineral 
with which Virginia abounds. Forty years ago 
Richard Taylor made 9 and reported 
on this class of ore. only difficulty in its 
deveiopment then was the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities. That objection does not now 
exist, and this industry may be expected to 
come prominently to the front.

and approval by the Mayor the Board 
of Education goonand purchase a sum- 
cient number of educational books to furnish 
each pupil in every grade of our public schools 
with such books may be necessary.

* upil for his or her school use the parents 
e child shall bec ome responsible,—first, for 
es return; and, second, that it shall be cared for 
and kept in a neat and clean condition,—and when 
the child leaves school shall be returned in as 
good shape as. when wen out, natural 
wear and tear excepted. Aid. Brady says that 
this is the law in New York and Philadciphia, 
where it has worked successfully for years. 
The drain upon many poor families for school- 
books for their children is a very large one for 
them, and if such an ordinance is passed it will 
relieve many people who are too proud to com- 
lain. Aside from that, when one pupil is 
rough with one grade of books another can 
use them. Where pupils are given to under- 
stand that the books do not belong to them, the 
Aiderman * they will be more careful of 
them. and take a pride, as a rule, in keep- 
ing them neat and ciean. To such a measure, 
however, there will be found a great opposition, 
though “tt is a question which will bear dis- 
cussion — both sides.

FRACTIONAL ) LURREN CY. 

Mr. H. E. C. Daniels,/the siver teller at the 
Sub- Treasury, has collected a complete set of 
the United States frac currency, which is 
an interesting collection ofa portion of our cur- 
rency which played an important part in the 
financial history of the co&intry. A reporter 

yesterday examined the series and found them 
an absolutely new issues. There are complete 
sets of each, from the old postal currency au- 
thorized by the act of July 17, 1862, consisting 
of denominations of 0, 5, and 50 
cents, redeemable for postal stamps only. Then 
follows the fractional currency receivable for 
postal and revenue stamps both, issued under 
the law of March 3, 1863. Another series under 
the same act introduees the three-cent piece in 
addition to the other denominations. Iu the 50 
cents the Goddess of Liberty was the vignet, but 
this was so easily counterfeited that it was with- 
drawn and another plete made with the head of 
Spinner. The follow series omits the three 
and 10, and introduces 15. This was the first 
piece with the Treasury seal on. The 50s had 
the bead of Lincoln on the right hand, the only 
time the vignet was ever placed vn the rigut. 
This — easily cougterfeited, was witbdrawn, 
and the vignet head of Stanton at the left 
was substituted. The next series is exceedingly 
rare, known as the n seals, ‘Treasury 
seal being printed in that color, the denomina- 
tions being 50 cents, with the head of Samuel 
Dexter, Secretary of the Treasury in 1801, and 
10 cents, with the head of William M. Meredith, 
Secretary in 1840. The last series of the denom- 
inations of 10, 25, and 50 cents is that which is 
now disappearing before the silver coins. The 
whole collection is rare and beautiful, and aside 
— Its intrinsic value is exceedingly interest- 
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THE MISSING. 


THE UNEXPLAINED ABSENCE OF RUDOLPH 
WAGNER. 

The effort to find some missing person whose 
description corresponds in some faint measure 
at least to that of the headless corpse found at 
Winnetka brought to the recollection of a re- 
porter a case of disappearance which was brief- 
ly mentioned at the time of its occurrence, but 
of which nothing has since been said. It was 
the case of Rudolph Wagner, a man who kepta 
hardware and tin shop at Matteson, in this 
county. Wagner was avout 90 years of age, had 
black hair and a light black mustache, weighed 
about 150, and wore biack pants, a brown coat, 
and a black felt hat. He came to Chicago in the 
afternoon of Nov. 17, 1880, for the purpose of 
ay tom pom bills,having $600 with him. He drank 

and at night went to the Farmers’ 
Home, on pag ene Be street, near Halsted. He 
got up early in the morning, still under the in- 

uence of liquor, and, wg ying for his lodgi 

exhibited the larye roll of bills. He left short y 
afterwards, and that is the last seen of him. As 
he did not turu up in several wecks, his credit- 
ors began to attach his property to secure what 
he owed them, and Jussen & Anderson, as there 
was not more than enough in his name to cover 
the widow's award, sought to get letters of ad- 
ministration in order to protect ber interests. 
This, however, was not done; since $400 
was obtained for her by exemptions under 
the statute. At first Mrs. Wagner did not be- 
lieve that her husband was dead, but bis con- 
tinued absence cunvinced her that he must be or 
he would have returned to ber. There certainly 
was no cause for his runni away. 
The $600 would have paid all he owed, he was 
doing fairly weil in business, his domestic rela- 
tions were pleasant, and had an excellent 
wife and three very pretty, interesting children. 
His only fault was a love of liquor, but this 
never engendered any trouble between him and 
his wife. as she was very indulgent. He had 
committed no crime, was well thought of, 
and the morning of his disappearance he 
bought a co. In view of these 
facts, Wagner's friends were confident that he 
had been murdered. Their theory was 
some thieves who are always banging around 
Farmers’ Homes ahd such places looking for 
victims saw the money be foolishly pulled out 
of his ‘pocket, 1 * bim when he left the 
botel, and found an portunity to put him out 
of the way and steal ti oy and theh, to con- 
ceal the crime, carried the body into the coun- 
try and threw it into the woods. One theory is 
that Wagner was induced to get intoa furm- 
ers wagon by a hired man who told him 
he would take him home, and that the man huv- 
ing seen the money murdered and robbed him.

The truth is, first-class properties have been 
very largely withdrawn from the street and 
locked up. by investors. Hence every specuia- 
tive sale makes it more difficult to obtain them 
to cover, while the purchase pushes up the price. 
Besides that, the whole community seem to have 
money to invest, and are eager buyers on any 
decline in values. This fact, and the continued 
increased earnings—not quite so universal, but 
general—the excellent and nme aes f improv- 
ing business in progress in almost al yay 
ments of trade, the promising outiook for tne 
crops, and the abunaance of capital offering in 
the loan market, seem to furnish every favor- 
able condition necessary fora buoyant market. 

The Stock Exchange markets have an outside 
support that bas hardly ever been equaled. Not 
only are the stock operators numerous in all the 
minor cities througbout the Eastern and Middle 
States, but the rise in Southern stocks bas been 
so large and the fluctuations in such markets as 
Baltimore and Richmond have ‘nm so active 
that the South is interested in stock operatons 
to a greater extent than ever before.
